STG  TYCANT  ORGANIZATION  OR  UNIT  ACTI'.  TTIES 

1.  GENERAL : 

a.  The  37th  Signal  Battalion's  mission  did  not  basically  change 
during  this  ouarterly  period,  however  the  battalion  assumed  additional 
responsibilities . 

b.  The  battalion  underwent  its  Annual  General  Inspection  for 
FY  68  during  the  period  h-8  Decejnber  1967. 

c.  On  23  December  1967  the  battalion  was  visited  by  General 
Harold  K.  Johnson,  Chief  of  Staff,  US  Army  and  SOM  William  0.  '-'coldridge, 
Sergeant  Major  of  the  Army. 

2.  Activities : 

a.  On  12  November  1967  the  battalion  sustained  six  (6)  KIA. 
Personnel  were  killed  instantly  while  in  route  to  test  fire  weapons 
when  their  three  quarter  (3/b)  ton  truck  was  destroyed  by  a  suspected 
command  detonated  75>0  lb  bcnb.

However,  there  still  remains  some-  criticrl  MOS 
shortages. 

b.  During  the  quarter,  critical  shortages  in  MOS  0J>C  were 
eliminated  due  to  changes  in  mission  requirements.  Radio  Teletype 
personnel  aro  used  orimarily  as  continent  assets  of  this  battalion.

ITEM :  Field  expedient  protection  for  multipair  cable  splices 

DISCUSSION:  This  unit  recently  encountered  the  problem  of  devising  a  field 
expedient  method  of  protecting  multipair  cable  splices  against  moisture 
penetration.  After  considerable  brainstorming  and  careful  analysis  of  ideas 
presented,  the  following  method  was  devised:  An  empty  105mm  shell  casing 
with  a  small  hole  drilled  into  the  center  of  the  long  axis  was  used  as  a 
sleeve  to  cover  the  splice.  Two  pieces  of  wood  were  cut  to  slip  over  the 
cable  and  into  the  open  ends  of  the  sleeve.  This  device  was  then  put  on  the 
unspliced  cable  ends.  Upon  completion  of  the  cable  splice,  the  sleeve  was 
centered  over  the  splice.  The  two  end  pieces  were  forced  into  the  ends  of  the 
sleeve  and  boiling  tar  was  poured  into  the  sleeve,  thus  forming  an  effective 
and  watertight  protective  covering. 

OBSERVA" ION:  In  remote  areas  or  during  periods  when  DA  procured  protective 
materials  are  unavailable,  a  device  of  the  type  discussed  above  can  be  used 
as  an  effective  deterrent  to  moisture  damage  to  multipair  cable  splices 
made  in  the  field.

Condensation  Prevention 

Ii'E  :  Continuous  filament  voltage  in  back-up  equipment. 


DlsGU&StON:  Moisture  offers  a  continuous  threat  to  communications  equipment. 
High  humidity  is  an  inherent  feature  in  the  climate  of  South  Vietnam, 
particularly  during  the  monsoon  season t  Moisture  will  collect  around  vital 
areas  of  communications  equipment  unless  proper  dehumidification  is  employed. 
Air  conditioning  is  one  answer  to  the  problem,  however,  there  is  another 
more  immediate  and  responsive  answer.  Leave  the  filaments  in  back-up 
equipment  turned  on  twenty  four  hours  a  day,  The  heat  created  by  the  tube 
filaments  will-  dry  the  air  in  the  immediate  area  and  stop  moisture  from 
building  up. 

OBSERVATION:  Greater  reliability  of  conmunications  equipment  will  be 
eitperXence3[  when  moisture  and  dampness  is  not  allowed  to  collect. 


Foreign  Matter  in  Teletype 

ITEM:  Dirt,  dust  and  sand  accumulation  within  teletype  transmitter 
equipment. 

DISCUSSION:  Throughout  Vietnam  dust,  dirt,  and  sand  .ntering  teletype 
equipment  and  rendering  them  inoperable  is  a  widespread  problem.  This 
problem  has  been  greatly  reduced  on  teletype  transmit  i  lug  devices  mthin 
the  Chu  Lai  Area  Commcenter  by  placing  the  teletype  paper  tape  into  clean 
boxes  during  transmission.  This  practice  keeps  the  tape  off  the  floor  at 
all  times  and  eliminates  any  foreign  particles  b&ing  picked  up  from  the 
floor  area.  This  keeps  the  transmitting  devices  clean  for  '  much  longer 
period  and  frees  maintenance  personnel  to  perform  ether  maintenance  tasks 
within  the  CoiiHicenter.  It  has  been  found  that  the  boxes  the  teletype 
reperferator  tape  is  shipped  in  is  a  good  size,  Mecal  bins  can  also  be 
fabricated  and  attached  to  the  table  frame  to  obtain  a  more  permanent  arrange¬ 
ment.

A  very  thin  layer  of 
petroleum  jelly  may  be  applied  to  the  machined  faces  of  the  insulator  hair,  a 
prior  to  reassembly  to  form  a  better  seal.

©ISCUSSIQNi  Operators  should  be  advised  that  the  mounting  screws  for
